The government cannot afford to 
hire enough prohibition 
agents to 


search the persons of individuals sus- 
pected of carrying- flasks. At no time 
has such a policy been contemplated. 
The government's program has been 
to stop the smuggling o" liquor, the 
Illicit manufacture of the same and 
the traffic in intoxicants by 
"boot- 


leggers." If the supply at the source 
can be reduced the! government hopes 
that the effect on those who are en- 
gaged In minor violations of the law- 
will ultimately be to reduce that num- 
ber considerably.

THE SENATE AND MUSCLE SHOALS 


The manner in which congress is han- 


dling IMnscle Shoals is hardly calculated to 
inspire public confidence in either its 
judgment or its good faith. 
The house 


knew its ovm mind sufficiently to approve 
the Ford offer for the property, but the 
senate does not seem to know •what it 
thinks. Before it temporarily disposed of 
the question last week, it approved sev- 
eral proposals and as 
often 
reversed 


•them. 
First it voted down ilr. Under- 


wood 's plan to lease the property, and put 
in its place the Jones proposition, for a 
commission of inquiry; then it rejected 
the Jones amendment and voted in its 
place Mr. Norris' measure providing for 
government operation. 
The next thing 


it did was to sidetrack the Xorris bill on 
a point of order, and this enabled Mr. TTn- 
derwood to bring his lease to the fore 
again. 
Thus, after making almost two 


complete turns of a circle, the senate ends 
the performance by passing the "Tncier- 
•vrood bill. 


The senate is supposed to be the great 


deliberative branch of congress. In the- 
ory it considers legislation with dignity 
and composure, and once its learned 
mind is made up it represents the acme of 
wisdom. 
The Muscle Shoals question has 


been before congress for several years. 
It is time the senate reached a definite 
idea as to what should be done with this 
power project; not merely what shcrald be 
done, but what course will be for the best 
interests of the country. It has not. how- 
ever, been able to form aii opinion. What 
it may do in conference with the house is 
something no one can foresee. 


The country does not know what to 


make of the exhibition. It is one of those 
problems of government which the people 
are not in a position to solve by direct 
application of their intelligence. 
It is a 


complicated matter involving the wisdom 
of policies that touch investments of very- 
large sums, together with the best of en- 
gineering skill. 
On the general question 


of government operation versus private 
operation, we think the public mind is 
•well made up in favor of the latter, but 
that is only one phase of Muscle Shoals. 
Leases to private operators, as well as the 
purpose to which the power is to be put, 
are subjects of great commercial and busi- 
ness importance. 
The country must rely 


Tipon congress and the president to handle 
these matters in a way that will protest 
the nation's equity and will also be for 
the maximum benefit of the people. 


"VThrn a question of this kind is before 


congress there is to be expected the usual 
ingredient of politics; but it has been 
over-played in this case or else the senate 
is not competent for the responsibility. It 
looks as though the public will have to de- 
pend almost, entirely upon the discretion 
and honesty of the president to accept or 
reject whatever congress submits to him.

IN EUROPEAN AFFAIRS AT LAST 


Something more than a recognition of 


America's rights in reparations attached 
to the signing of the Paris financial agree- 
ment. 
Europeans were the first to ob- 


serve its significance. 
'No sooner had the 


ink dried on the paper than they pro- 
claimed the fact, with undisguised satis- 
faction, that the United States was at last, 
restored to association with the alliesinthe 
German settlement. 
Our representatives 


signed not only that part of the document 
relating to American claims, but the whole 
agreement, which approves payments of 
sums due to the allies under the treaty of 
Versailles. 
This makes the United States 


a party to the Dawes plan, not only its 
formulation btit its application as well. 


Here we hare a most remarkable re- 


versal of foreign policy within less than 
a year. It is not many months since the 
state department refused to become an 
agency for the distribution of the Dawes 
plan to American newspapers for fear it 
might make it look official. 
It "-vas care- 


ful to state when it approved the send- 
ing of the Dawes commission to Europe 
that it was not to be considered an offi- 
cial act of this government. These men 
were serving in a private capacity. 
We 


plucked up a little courage when we sent 
what we announced as being semi-official, 
but what were in reality official, represen- 
tatives to the London conference, where 
final accord on reparations was reached. 


Now, we close the record by formally 


signing an agreement which is the last 
word in reparations and which allots to 
the allies, as well as to ourselves, the re- 
spective shares of German payments and 
obligates each to support the other in their 
collection and distribution. It has taken 
more than five years to bring us into the 
reparations 
settlement, but it has been 


done. 
At the beginning we would have 


nothing to do with thf reparations com- 
sion or with that phase of the Versailles 
treaty. 


The cost of the allies of bringing the 


United States into reparations, and there- 
by "entangling us" in European affairs, 
is a paltry S25.000.000 a year, which 
is cheap to them. 
The pretenses of the 


days of Lodge and Harding that we had 
no interest in reparations, that we had no 
concern in the application of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, are gone. 
They are shown 


up to be what they were worth.

KEEP COOL AND BE COMFORTABLE. 


Lost winter, writes "One of the Fire Huggers," 


you rubbed us old fellows whl llko to hug the fire 
severely up the back. How is an old chap to keep 
warm without hugging the fire? I can keep warm 
by walking outdoors, but In an hour or so I am tired1 
and have to give It up. Now how can I keep warm 
the other 14 hours I am awake? 


Cornaro's paradox comes to mind: He who would 


eat much must eat little. What the great exemplar 
of longlevity meant was that one must be abstem- 
ious in eating- if one would live long. 


Several factors enter into the question of keep- 


ing- warm, but I am strictly -within scientific bounds 
when I say the main thing: is to keep cool if you 
would be comfortable. 


An ordinary thermometer in the room is not an 


adequate means of measuring the condition of the 
air in relation to body warmth or comfort. It gives 
no indication of the amount of heat dissipated by 
evaporation of moisture from the body surface. It 
gives only an indication of the amount of heat lost 
by radiation and convection, s.nd of course this Is 
little when compared with the amount dissipated 
through evaporation. This heat loss through evapo- 
ration is the important factor in keeping- comfort- 
able, and it depends on three things, namely the 
temperature of the air, the humidity or degree of 
moisture present in the air, and the movement of 
the air—drafts or wind. An, Instrument known as 
the hygrometer measures the humidity, and an- 
other called the anemometer measures the move- 
ment (velocity of air currents), but atfeller can't 
devote his leisure to these instruments, so I would 
suggest a simple little Instrument which will take 
the place of both of them, an air tester. Air tester 
can be had which shows whether the conditions of 
the room are within the comfort zone, or whether 
the air requires moisture added or not. 


The reason why you fellows do not feel •warm 


enough indoors in the winter time unless you hug 
the fire, is not that your rooms are not sufficiently 
heated, but rather that the air is excessively dried 
out, by any kind of artificial heating. 


A room temperature of 65 to 68 degrees F. is 


always comfortable if the air is kept sufficiently 
moistened. A temperature several degrees higher 
than*"that may feel chilly if the air Is not permitted 
to dry out excessively. 


No form, of humidifying apparatus or equipment 


attached to radiator or furnace 
will 
evaporate 


enough water through- the day to maintain a com- 
fortable condition of the air if the household tem- 
perature exceeds 70 degrees F. It would' require 
the evaporation of about 80 gallons of water daily 
to maintain a fair humidity in an eight room housa 
heated to 72 degrees F. But if you keep the tem- 
perature between 64 and 68 degrees, a few gal- 
lons of water evaporated in the house every day 
will maintain, a fairly comfortable air condition. 


Wear 
light, loose clothing, loosely fitting and 


loosely woven materials, for comfortable warmth 
in the winter time.

Leaking Heart Valve. 


"What is the medical term, for a leaky heart valve? 


Is the victim of such a, condition subject to sudden 
spells of collapse or sudden, death? "Would you advise 
same to marry? "What is meant by heart murmur? 
Is there any cure? fW. P. J.) 


Answer.—Physicians usually call It -valvular In- 


sufficiency, perhaps specifying which valve is darn- 
aged, as in the term mitral insufficiency, or aortic 
incompetency. Persons with valvular lesions are 
not subject to sudden spells of collapse, nor are they 
likely to die suddenly. I advise same to remain un- 
married, for it^would be terrible to have a lot of 
little similars running around the country;, and 
moreover, I, for one,'would acclaim with joy the 
end of the same family. Seriously, your physician, 
is the only one who can advise you intelligently 
whether you may marry. Murmur Is the name ap- 
plied to any musical sound heard over the heart, 
other than the usual sounds; a murmur is often 
heard even though there Is no valvular or other 
disease.

Trick Word 
Speller Is 
No Hero Now

Washington, D. Cj—One beneficial 


effect at any rate may be expected 
from the crossword puzzle, and that 
is an improvement in our national 
spelling average. This prospect will 
be evident to any one who has watch- 
ed a wild-eyed fan trying desperate- 
ly to fit "bananna" or "seige" into a 
puzzle chart. At sue ha time the stra- 
tegic letters become so Important a 
matter that when the fan does get 
on the right track he is apt to re- 
member, for a while at least, the word 
that caused the trouble. 
It has been suggested that perhaps 


we may once again have a golden age 
of spelling, with contests and cham- 
pions, just as In the good old days. 
We may indeed be entering upon a 
golden age of spelling, and the pua- 
zle craze may be resonslble, but is 
unlikely that' a new age "would be at 
all simular to the era of the old-fash- 
ioned spelling match. 


LAUD EAKJLY EXPERTS 


The Interference about the good old 


days Is always that 
the people of 


100 or even 50 years ago set the world 
a perfect standard for all time by spell- 
ing more expertly than people have 
ever been able to spell since. ( 


Inquiring educators have turned a 


relentless spotlight on the 
spelling 


status of our ancestors, and according 
to present day standards the boys and 
girls o? the district school were not 
such formidable spellers after all. Un- 
doubtedly there were many more peo- 
ple then who could spell trick words 
than there are today. And there were 
in every community champions who 
made a specialty of knowing the most 
remarkable words in the English lan- 
guage. But not every one had this 
ability. When it came to school les- 
sons and practical usage there were 
pood, bad 
and 
indifferent spellers 


then, just as there are now. 


Progress in 
spelling 
now .means 


making the school lessons as sensible 
a possible. Several educational experts 
have made up standardized lists of 
words most frequently written by the 
average educated person and many of 
the public school spelling- courses are 
based On these lists. The writer who 
feels impelled to use a word ike "zoo- 
phyte"" is apt to have the opportunity 
of looking it up in the dictionary. At 
any rate, if an Individual is not a na- 
tural-born'speller, and If he must choos

useful words. 


STUDENTS PROVE CAPABLE 
One university professor who was 


interested in seeing whether good stu- 
dents were also good spellers made a 
careful survey of papers turned In by 
100 students in a psychology class. Out 
of 1,743 papers, 
containing 1,540,000 


pen. The most frequently misspelled 
277 different words. Twenty-eight of 
these were regarded as slips 'of the 
pen. The most frequritly misspelled 
words were 
"perform," 
"principle," 


"develop," "lose", 
"affects," 
"too,: 


"analyze," -and "occurrence." Fifteen 
of the 100 students made no mistakes 
and 18 misspelled only one word. The 
student who misspelled the greatest 
variety of words won hlsi place at the 
foot of the list with 49 different mis- 
takes. 
The professor made the Interesting 


discovery that a few of his poorest 
students were good spellers, but there 
were no poor spellers among the stu- 
dents who averaged over 90 per cent 
!n scholarship. This might be regarded 
as evidence to disprove the popular 
theory that bright and gifted people 
are careless spellers.

HOW MANY PLOTS ARE THERE? 


The other night I sat through a 


movie with a plot that was already 
old when Homer was a boy and that 
has been used something like sixty 
million times, more or less, in even' 
generation that haa passed since men 
began to write stories. It is the fam- 
liar plot In which two persons look 
so exactly alike that even their clos- 
est friends cannot tell them apart. 
They get mistaken for each other and 
and that forms the plot of the story. 


Perhaps the most familiar use of 


this? plot In all literary history Is that 
of Shakespeare's 'Comedy of Errors." 
Not content with having two persons 
look exactly alike and being mistaken 
for each other so that they got Into- 
all sorts 
of 
amusing 
difficulties. 


Shapespeare -went a step further and 
had two sets of persons resemble each 
other to the confusion of themselves 
and everybody else in sight. The two 
masters were attended by two ser- 
vants as much alike ag two peas, and 
what hilarious fun Shakespeare gets 
out of the situation all the world 
knows. 


IT WAS A RELIC 


But Shakespeare did not Invent this 


plot. He got it from the Latin play- 
wright Plautus who lived a couple of 
hundred years before the Christian 
era. Plautus wrote a play, "Menac- 
chimf," -.with almost identically the 
same plot .except that Shakespeare 
elaborated on his model and added 
the divine touch of a great poet. There 
is no reason to suppose moreover that 
Plautus invented the plot. He prob- 
ably got it from a -writer who lived 
several hundred years before, who In 
turn prohahly got It from someone else 
and the beginnings of the plot are hid- 
den in the mists of antiquity. 


Mark Twain used essentially the 


Fiame plot for his own purpose when 
In 'Prince and Pauper" he had a young 
prince and beggar look exactly alike- 
Mark Twain gets his own character- 
istic fun out of the situation and suc- 
ceeds moreover in getting a telling 
bit of social criticism out of it. A few

down to us through the centuries and 
that will probably go on as long as 
world lasts brings to mind the ques- 
ion, "How many plots are there?" 
That is a query that has engaged the 
attention of many 
literary statist!: 


clans. I have seen one statement some 
where to the effect that there are 
only five primary plots^ in all litera- 
ture, while I have seen 'another state- 
ment to the effect that there are 37. 


The exact number Is not very Im- 


portant except perhapa to persons 
who care more for statistics than for 
literature, but It Js certain that the 
number of primary plots In literature 
Is extremely few. Scores of thousands 
of stories are being written every year 
but most of them are variations on a 
few plots that were already old when 
cur ancestors were still barbarians. 


Siiakespeare showed that the partic- 


ular plot used Is relatively unimpor- 
tant but 
the manner in which this 


plot Is used is important. Again and 
again he took a common place story 
and converted into Into immortal poe- 
try not only but Into immortal drama 
as well- And the great writers of lit- 
erary history are not those who could 
invent plots but who could take old 
plots and invest them with a new 
living meaning for all time.
